Jere G. Steever, Second Vice-President, will 
rotate into the place vacated by Mr. Bailey. 


A Plentifal Supply of Candidates. 


In canvassing for a man to represent the 
policy of the liberals the name of George G. 
Parker has suggested itself to a great many 
of the younger and more energetic members. 
Mr. Parker was five years in the directory, 
and for four years of that time was on the 
Quotation Committee. He is a successful 
commission merchant, and believes in giving 
the Board of Trade markets the widest pos- 
sible publicity. 1 

A more conservative wing of the liberals 
favor Mr. G. G. Moore for President on the

Their arrival 
was unheralded, and the first public intima- 
tion of it was the presence of the distinguished 
visitors in a bux at the Babes in the Wood 
performance later in the evening.

“The Farmers’ Alliance declares against 
class legislation. I think we can all subscribe 
to that. But then immediately it demands 
that the Government shall have depositories 
to store farm products. I don’t think any of 
us will subscribe to that. On the contrary, I 
am in favor of the National banks, and I ex- 
pect to bring my Uranger friends to my plat- 
form at the time they nominate me. 

“The trouble is far deeper than with the 
railroads. The railroads have nothing to.do 
with the present trouble. There is a tre- 
mendous howl ascending to the skies, but not 
rending the heavens so far as I have heard, 
about the railroads raising the transportation 
two cents on a bushel of oats.. But oats have 
fluctuated 78 cents a bushel in the Chicago 
market through the enterprise of the local 
manipulator. So it would seem that the local 
manipulator was a great deal more of a factor 
in this problem than the‘railroad—as much 
more so as seventy-eight is more than two. 

What the Barings’ Failure Did, 

“But, really, this is a serious situation, 
much more than any I have had occasion to 
talk ahout when I have been here before. Of 
course it has been brought about by the fail- 
ure of the Barings. As that was the greatest 
international banking house in the world it 
incidentally exposed the weakness of all finan- 
cial systems in the world. It bankrupted the 
Argentines, who thought they had reached pros- 
perity on flat money, and led to a revolution 
and the overthrow of a government from 
mischief incidental to universal distrust. 

„Without the crash of the Barings this falla- 
cious system of credits might have gone on in- 
definitely. It was certainly due to the fact 
that the Barings, under a mistaken financial 
policy, advanced money to the Argentine Re- 
public and other South American nations for 
railways, canals, internal improvements, 
water companies, docks and harbors, and all 
that, which were infinitely beyond the 
power of these countries to meet, 
which could not realize upon the 
investment except by a development 
that required half a century, and which was 
based upon a system of finance that has been 
33 by all nations that have remamed 
solid. 

It is the same condition that we would 
have had in this country if we had free coinage 
of silver. 

Our Own Financial Situation. 

“These happenings developed conditions in 
our own country which were quite phenome- 
nal. We were not guilty of overtrading or 
overspeculation. Our business was unusually 
sound. I think there has been no period in 
fifty years when it has been as sound as today 
and when the prosperity in every branch of 
industry has been so great. Sales of New 
York merchants to the country have never 
been so large, the business of factories never 
so extensive, the railroads were never doing 
better than today, and yet, in the midst of this 
prosperity we have a panic. 

„Simply because there is not money 
enough to go around. One of the reasons 
why we have not money enough is that the 
people who have it and are able to keep it 
have locked it up because they are scared. 

“But probably the greatest teason is that 
the Government locks it up. The relation

2 Shippers and Rates. 

There are two things absolutely necessary 
in railway management; first, an Inter-State 
Commerce Comthission with powers sufficient 
to see that no man or locality is discriminated 
against or favored by law; next, to see that 
the rates are reasonable and not extortionate. 

These two things settled by the Govern- 
ment, then the best thing that could happen 
to the country and the shippers would be a 
railroad pool by which all shippers would 
have the same rates.

Leroy E. Cooley is no longer Chief Engineer 
of the Chicago Sanitary District. By a vote 
five to two the Sanitary Trustees dispensed 
with his services yesterday afternoon; a few 


tion of Gen, John B. Newton of New York as 
Consulting Engineer, at a salary to be fixed 
hereafter. It was the general impression, as 
the meeting adjourned, that Gen. Newton will 
be Mr. Cooley’s successor as Chief Engineer 
within the present month. In the meantime 
the work will be under the superintendence 
and direction of Chairman Hotz of the En- 
gineering Committee of the board, Chief As- 
de 1 and the other chiefs of 
ivision having handed in thei 1 . 
tions last evening. 9 re 
The revolution has been predicted by Tun 
Tron, but it was not thought it would 
come off so soon. The matter was fully de- 
cided at the sécret. meeting of last Monday, 
already referred to in these columns, and at 
which it appears only Messrs. Prendergast, 
Altpeter, Willing, Gilmore, and Hotz were 
present, in conference with Gen. Newton.

Mr. Hotz Reads the Law. 


Mr. Hotz read the law and the rules of the 
board in support of the position that the board 
could terminate the services of the committee 
at its pleasure, but made no further remarks. 
Mr. Cooley, who was in the room at the time, 
looked flushed and nervous. He retired when 
the reading had concluded. The vote was 
ealled, and Messrs. Gilmore and Altpeter 
voted in the affirmative. When Mr. Russell’s 
mew was called he shouted an emphatic 
“No. 

Mr. Wenter proceeded to explain his 
vote. He did not think Mr. Cooley had been 
fairly dealt with. He was afraid the commit 
tee was making a great mistake and doing the 
public an injustice. Mr. Cooley had devoted 
many years of labor and research to the solu- 
tion of the problem which the trustees were 
intrusted with. He had labored earnestly, 


had been ordered to make a report. He had 
collected data for that report.

A 
bodyguard of 200 of his supporters, the Par- 
nell Leadership Committee, and other deputa- 
tions who had traveled from Dublin in a spe- 
cial train were on the pier to receive him.

M. P., were the first members of Mr. Parnell’s 
party to leave the steamer. They were loudly 
cheered as they came down the gangplank, 
Mr. Timothy Healy, M. P., Mr. Maurice 
Healy, M. P., and Mr. Kenny, M. P., oppo- 
nents of Mr. Parnell, traveled in the same 
boat with the Parnellites from Holyhead. As 
they came ashore they were subjected to hos- 
tile demonstrations by the crowd on the pier, 
while there were shouts for Mr. Parnell, min- 
gled with cheers for Mrs. O’Shea. 

Mr. Parnell, accompanied by Mr. Camp- 
bell, his private secretary, was the last pas- 
senger to quit the boat.

ANOTHER NEW YORK FAILURE. 


Hamilton & Bishop, Stock Brokers, Make 
an Assignment, 

New Ton, Dec, 10.—Charles H. Hamilton 
and William F. Bishop, comprising the firm 
of Hamilton & Bishop, stock brokers and 
bankers, of No. 96 Broadway, made an assign- 
ment to Herman Aaron, with the following 
preferences: Jane 8. Bish of Norwalk, 
Conn., §31,470, for money and securities 
loaned, and Jim Stevens, Rome, N. L., $6,400, 
also money loaned, The firm has been in 
existence twelve years, and was formerly quite 
prominent, but of late it has fallen back, and 
the failure is considered unimportant. 

Mr. Aaron took 1 the offices of 
the firm shortly after the announcement ot 
its assignment; He said that the liabilities 
of the firm would not exeeed $75,000. The 
amount of the assets would not be known 
until the books hal been examined. 

The failure was due to the same causes that 
have led to all the recent troubles among the 
stock brokerage houses—the shrinkage of 
values ahd lack of confidence which have 
made banks and money-lenders scrutinize 
with more than usual care the stocks and 
bonds on which they are asked to make ad- 
vances. One of firm said that the suspen- 
sion had been abe agg by the refusal of 
their bank to certify their checks or to give 
them the customaty accommodation.

Creditors of the Philadelphia Bankers Will

failed recently with liabilities of $5,000,000. 
Saturday the circulation of a paper to this 
effect was begun by Abraham Barker among 
the creditors of the firm, and it bears the sig- 
natures of all it has reached.

The speculaters bought property for 
which they agreed to pay much higher prices 
than it can now be sold for, and are straining 
every nerve to pay the difference, or induce 
somebody else to let them have money 
to do it with. They find cash for such purposes 
disagreeably close, and Want the Government 
to come to their rescue by issuing enough money 
to cause another inflation in quoted values on 
which they can sell out with little or na Joss. 
But more than $100,000,000 has been added to 
the volume of the circulation within the last 
five months, only to increase the stringency 
instead of relieving it. As fast as these 
strained speculators get hold of any they pay 
it out in partial satisfaction of their non-con- 
fiding ereditors, The latter immediately lock 
it up, and thereby produce a still further con- 
traction for the purpose of shaking out the un- 
fortunates, who have no prospect of other re- 
lief unless in the shape of assistance from out- 
side the ranks of their oppressors, The latter 
will give way only when satisfied they have 
fried out of the foolish ones all the fat that 
can be obtained fram their carcasses. 
When this process has been accomplished 
„ confidence ”’ will be slowly restored on a basis 
of reduced values. Till then it matters not how 
much money may be in the possession of the 
espitalists, They may have billions of dollars 
on hand which they desire to invest, but they 
will prefer to let it lie idle to risking it into 
the keeping of borrowers about whose ability 
to pay there is a reasonable doubt, They will 
not lend it to speculators and gamblers, or 
eveh to business-men who may be tempted to 
invest in wildcat enterprises by the ‘‘ pdint- 
er“ that prices have sunk low enough and 
now there must bea reaction.” So long as 
there is anything of a panic condition money 
will be scarce, because of unwillingness to lend 
it except on property as to the value | 
of which therg is no reasonable doubt, and the 
small capitalists are fully as unwilling to lend 
as are the big ones. The man who owns $500

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PARNELL’S INTERVIEW. 

Mr. Parnell is beginning to hedge, He 
perceives the danger of open hostility to Glad- 
stone and the English Liberals. He now ex- 
presses a desire to maintain an independent 
alliance with them and tries to make it appear 
that what he dreads is fusion. His interview, 
published in yesterday’s Turo, is adroit 
and clever. It is admirably calculated to mis- | 
lead those for whom it is intended. It goes 
into side issues, It shirks the main one—the 
refusal of Mr. Gladstone as leader of the En- 
glish Liberals to proceed with the home-rule 
program in cooperation with Mr. Parnell as 
leader of the Irish party because, as Mr. 
Gladstone expressed it in his letter to Mr. 
Morley, the continuance of Mr. Parnell as 
such leader “would not only place many 
hearty and effective friends of the Irish cause 
in a position of great embarrassment, but 
would render my [his] retention of the lead- 
ership of the Liberal party, based as it has 
been mainly upon the prosecution of the Irish 
cause, almost a nullity.” 

The English Liberal masses would not sup- 
port Mr. Gladstone if at this juncture he con- 
tinued to associate himself in the promotion of 
any political policy with Mr, Parnell. It 
was therefore on grounds of political expedi- 
ency alone, and for the good of Ireland, for 
the success of the home-rule cansé, that Mr. 
Gladstone urged Mr. Parneil’s retirement. 
There can be no question on this point. That 
is the issue and the only one now. 

Mr. Parnell seeks an excuse for his present 
attitude in the fact that Mr. Gladstone’s letter 
to Morley was not communicated to him be- 
fore his election as Chairman of the party two 
weeks ago last Tuesday. It is implied in this 
that had it been so communicated he would 
have retired, The substance of the letter and 
Mr. Gladstone’s wishes in the matter were com- 
muniecated to him by Mr. McCarthy. This he 
admits, though in a qualified way. He was, 
therefore, aware of the consequence of retain- 
ing the honor bestowed upon him by his too 
loyal supporters. He was in a much better 
position to retire after his reélection as Chair- 
man than before,. He could have retired after 
with grace and dignity, Had he retired before 
it would have been taken as a surrender. He 
clung to the honor he obtamed through the 
deception of his supporters.
